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The Board of Selectmen, Mon- 
day night, reluctantly decided to 
write a letter to the Finance Com- 
mittee, asking for a transfer from 
the Reserve-Fund of $2200. The 
tranafer is necessary, in the opin- 
jon of the Selectmen, in order that 
bills which fall due before the 
town meeting, on November 23rd 
can be paid, but the request was 
not made without considerable de- 
bate and soul-searching on the 
part of individual selectmen. 

A letter had been prepared for 
the Selectmen, before the meet- 
ing, Charles Black, chairman of 
the board, immediately noted that 
it was not written on the typewrit- 
er which had been bought from 
the Selectm: expense account, 
and took half a minute to growl 
about that fact. He did not like 
to think of the typewriter being 
elsewhere, and being charged to 
the Selectmen, who were then hav- 
ing their letters on other type- 
writers, and he said so. 

The letter requested the Finance 
Committee to transfer out of the 
Reserve Fund $2200, of which $300 
was for Town Manager's expenses, 
$900. for Town Hall expenses, $500 
for surveying, and $500 for High- 
way Department salaries and 

es. Cushing told, the Selectmen 
that money would be needed in 
these accounts before Nov, 23rd. 

Selectman Black opened the dis- 
cussion by saying he was not in 
favor of the transfers, and he want- 
ed to go an record. as such. He 
‘wanted to know about the Town 
Ball expenses. TM Cushing told 
him that the former janitor, Ern-

ot his pay, that he collected 
it only once a year, and now that 
he has resigned it should be paid. 
Eames is also due a vacation 
which he had never taken, Cush- 
ing stated. 

Black pointed out that “unless 
we have some good justification 
we should not overrun appropria- 
tions” and then wanted to know 
about the $500 for the Surveying 
Account. 


Cushing related that the sur- 
veying had been done in the vicin- 
ity of Adams street and Roman 
Way, this si In order to 
be able to do the work it was nec- 
essary that the various lots of 
Jand, as laid out, confirm to the 
Land Court plans, or else the town 
would be in a position where it 
could be sued by individual land- 
owners. The plans did not agree,

been spent in surveying. Select- 
man Lawler wanted to know if 
this money should then have come 
out of the appropriation for Ro- 
man Way, and Black said that the 
Finance Committee should have 
been told about it ahead of time, 
instead of waiting until it was done. 
“Technically, this surveyor has no 
legal right to the money, because 
it wasn't there when he did the 
work — not that we want to do 
him out of it, for he did do the 
work in good faith’. 
Lawler kept checking back on 
previous budgets, comparing this 
year's account with previous ones. 
He noted that less money was spen 
for streets, and for other items. 
This led to a statement by the 
Town Manager that less money had 
been appropriated because of re- 
quests of the Finance Committee. 
In highways $1000 had been lopped 
off salaries, and similar amounts 
had been taken from Fire Depart- 
ment salaries and the Town Man- 
agers expenses. Cushing stated that 
at the time this was done, before 
the annual town meeting, it was 
done at the Finance Committee's 
request, and with their promise 
that if additional money was need- 
ed it could be taken from Reserve 
Account. This, he stated, was to 
be a psychological difficulty in the 
way of spending money. 

Lawler stated that everybody 
was in the same boat (meaning 
Selectmen and Finance Commit- 
tee). ‘A fool’s paradise, no more, 
no less” “Just hope we don't try 
to budget so close next year". He 
estimated that by the close bud- 
geting the town had saved $1.50 in 
the tax rate. 
Cushing again pointed out that) 
it was by agreement with the Fin-/ 
ance Committee.

SQUALLS AHEAD? 

Advance reports indicate that there are to be a few squalls, 
one ‘of. these days, in the town government. These squalls 
may come very soon, or they may be put off until the town 

“meeting of November 23rd. No one can predict at the mo- 
ment just when they will strike, but the seasoned political 
eye has no trouble in understanding what those dark clouds 
on the horizon mean. 


Last January the Finance Committee let the Town Mana-| 


ger have about $5000 to take care of overdrafts in the 1952 
rit Taking By, of epericatts a pi budget was not 
ething new to the members of the Finance i 
but they felt that $5000 worth was excessive, and eer mee 
They pointed out that under the so-called inefficient Select- 
man form of government, with volunteer workers, overdrafts 
¢an happen, and can be excused. They could see no reason 
why there should be overdrafts with a full time town manager 
in’ a system that proponents boast is so much more efficient. 

Then, in the last March town meeting, there was a schol 
oF Sident which felt that the Excess and Deficiency Fund 
Should be tapped as much as possible, in order to reduce the 
amount of money that would have to be raised by taxation. 
‘This school was out to make the tax rate as low as possible, 
9 fact the members of this school were dubbed the “Holy 
‘Tax Raters" by some irreverent observors. They achieved their 
desires, and a tax rate resulted which won some noteriety for 
the town, At the same time the Excess and Deficiency fund 
was notably low. 

Among those who were not happy about the situation was 
the chairman of thé Finance Committee, Mr. Herbert Bar- 
rows. Mr. Barrows warned the town several times during 
the meeting that it was not wise to dip too much into the E&D 
accdunt, as it is called. 

Today there is $8617.34 in the E&D for 1953. 
tnore money, yes, but_it cannot be touched until 1954. Lik= 
it or not, there is less than $9000 in the EXD account. There 
is also about $2900 in the Reserve Account, under the care of 
the Finance Committee, but according to the law this can be 
spent only for “unforseen” bills: The two accounts together 
total a little over $11,500. 

Now, what has to be paid out of that sum? That is the 
question, and it is over that question that the storm clouds 
are gathering. 

In the first place, there will be a report from the Addition- 
al Accomodations Committee, to consider at the town meet- 
ing on November 23rd. This committee has not yet written 
its report, but they have let the Finance Committee know that 
they feel a School Building Committee should be appointed, 
and that this committee should have $3500 for expenses, so 
that plans ete. can be ready before the annual meeting next 
Ma.ch. 

Surely this may be labeled “unforseen,” but $3500 is more 
tien the Finance Committee has in its Reserve Account, so 
t.ai they would also have to recommend taking money from 
te & & D, if they saw fit to agree with the recommendations

Another item about which we expect to see a few sparks 
is the account entitled Highway Department Surveying Ac- 
count. This amounts to $600. and, according to reports, has 
‘heen due since last July, for wages for a certain surveyor. 
The man has earned his money, but how is he going to be paid? 

President Eisenhowér, in Washington, is reported to have 
his troubles in keeping under the national debt limit, because 
Congress wouldn’t vote him the authority to raise it, Tt would 
seem that Ike is not the only one with troubles of this kind. 
Our TM is going to have his hands full for the next few weeks, 
land it won't be a pleasant time for him, either. 

The TM, Monday night, talked over a few phases of his 
financial difficulties with the Selectmen, and at that time he 
indicated that in some instances at least the budget was cut 
down at the insistance of the Finance Committee, and with 
their promise that money would be given from the Reserve 
Fund, if needed, He was very emphatic on the point, and per- 
fectly willing to be quoted. 

In this respect at least, he has the advantage. He will, 
when the time comes, stand up and say what he thinks. The 
Finance Committee retires behind closed doors, and has their 
say in private, Then months later they suddenly begin to talk 
about what they told somebody, at some time. 

Thursday night, the Finance Committee will. meet, and, 
presumably, the TM will meet with them. The gentlemen of 
|the Finance Committee will have a lot to say about that 
$10,000, and they will be right, for no one should over-run a 
budget, but, we suspect, the TM will have something to say 
too.

years to get the people of the town 
to vote for it. It was not until 
1952 that Natick voted for limited 
town meeting. It was always in the 
ballot for the spring elections. In 
1952 it was on the ballot for the 
Presidential elections, some- 
one had a bright idea — and the 
town voted for it. 


I personally am ‘in favor of this 
type of meeting. I was in the com- 
mittee that sponsored it for years, 
There were several influential peo- 
ple against it, and one of the two 
local newspapers continually told 
the townspeople that they had a 
“right to be heard, and they didn’t 
have to delegate their powers.” 

In Natick there was no combin- 
ation of halls that could hold all 
the citizens that wanted to attend a 
town meeting, at times. We tried 
all sorts of combinations, with mic- 
rophone hook ups, and there would 
be people on the sidewalks, so we 
had to call off a meeting, on one 
occasion. On other occasions we 
couldn't get a quorum. There are 
about 9000 voters. We sometimes 
used the junior high school, the 
senior high school and the theatre, 
and that would accomodate 1500. 
We ‘found that it was mostly 
town employees at the meetings, 
and they often voted themselves 
salary raises or other items. The 
special town meetings often pro- 
dueed unwise legislation, © from 
small minority groups that were 
able to achieve their own ends, A 
firebrand would be able to get up 
and turn the votes for his own 
purpose, and this gets to be bad,

In some towns they can't get 
enough people to run, this reflects 
a low political interest in the town, 
but we don’t find it to be true in 
Natick, One objection that has been 
raised is that there can be pres- 
sure groups in the town meeting 
members, just as there is in a reg- 
ular town meeting, but we haven't 
found that to be true. 

Some towns prohibit town em- 
ployees from being town meeting 
members, but I don't think that is 
fair — other towns prohibit em 
ployees from voting on articles 
affecting their departments, 

A person who wants to be a 
town meeting member must be 
nominated, by ten voters from his 
precinct, The first year we had 
some elected for five years, some 
for three years and some for one 
year. Now each year we elect for 
five years, so that there is a con- 
stant change. We. have found that 
the most intelligent people are 
generally the ones who have been 
elected as town meeting members. 
If a person is: running for. re-elec~ 
tion he does not have to get new 
nomination papers, he merely has 
to notify the town clerk that he is 
running for re-election, 

It ia a very good system for a 
deliberative body. Every district 
is represented, every street, you 
might say. The average citizen can 
always speak to the man on his 
street,.and if he doesn’t respond 
to-the- popular wishes he doesn't 
get re-elected. 

Natick is now talking about hav-

Plastic Ball Cuts Evaporation Losses 


Evaporation of crude oil in stor- 
age is a costly problem but oil men 
continually search for new methods 
to help conserve this valuable nat- 
ural resource. Tiny plastic balls 
floating on top of crude oil stored 
in huge refinery tanks have cut 
evaporation losses appreciably. The 
nitrogen-filled “microballoons” are 
dust-size and form a blanket of 
foam that rises and falls with tank 
levels, virtually, cutting off contact 
with the air, Mi'lions of the tiny 
plastic balls are mixed with crude 
oil as it is piped into the tank, or 
are spread on the oil in the tank.

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HEALTH FOR ALL 
Twin Treublemakers 


One of the busiest workers in the 
human factory is the liver. It has 
about 200 different jobs to do. Us- 
ually it is cooperative and well be- 
haved, but it can go on strike. Two 
hepatitis germs are frequent trouble- 
makers. 

The hepatitis twins 


travels in the intestinal tract and 
is spread by, contaminated substan- 
ces, including drinking water, and 
possibly also by sneezing or cough- 
ing. Serum hepatitis is transmitted 
by blood or plasma from infected 
donors, 

The first signs that one of them 
petite, tiredness, headache, and a 
sort of general discomfort like the 
onset of flu. Other symptoms range 
from sore throat and aching joints 
to extreme weakness and severe 
mental depression, Within a few 
days, jaundice usually appears.. The 
skin turns yellowish and the whites 
of the eyes are mustard color. How- 
ever, jaundice does not always ap- 
pear with hepatitis, and, of course, 
can result from other causes, 

Unless jaundice occurs early, a- 
long with the other symptoms, hep- 
itis may be hardyto diagnose. Suf- 
ferers have sometimes been accused 
of “goldbricking” or psychoneurosis 
because the disease was not recogn- 
ized. Yet unless the patient is treat- 
ed promptly, the disease may be- 
come chronic. 

The essential feature of the dis- 
ease is damage to the liver cells 
ranging from a mild inflammation 
to widespread disintegration. For- 
tunately, the liver has remarkable 
capacity for rebuilding itself. Treat- 
ment consists of bed rest, plenty of 
fluid, and special diet.

A student may, if he so desires, 
accept employment not conflict- 
ing with his NROTC and aca- 
demic activities. Such employ- 
ment may in some cases be de- 
sirable in order to defray the 
expenses of quarters, subsis- 
tance. and for necessary cloth- 
ing, since the uniforms supplied 
may be worn only on cruises, 
during drill periods, or while 
engaged in other naval activities. 

Between each academic year, 
summer cruises of from six to 
eight weeks are taken in various 
ships of the fleet to provide 
practical shipboard training. 

After commissioning, NROTC 
graduates serve on active duty 
for three years before applying 
for retention as career officers.
